CHINA. 
In a recent report, the United States Consul at Hangchow 
writes :— 

“There is to be an opening for modern 
canning factory machinery and appliances in 
China before long; indeed, it may almost be said that there is an 
opening at the present time. The new industrial school being 
established in Hangchow by the gentry of this province includes 
in its curriculum training in the canning of fruits and vegetables 
on a large scale. 

“There are reasons why factories of the sort are likely to succeed. 
While there are not many fruits in China which can be canned to 
advantage there are one or two varieties which can be put up for 
some classes of trade for far less money here than in other countries. 
The fruit is cheap, and labour can be had at rates impossible 
anywhere else than in Asia. 

‘In this part of China it is probable that some vegetables could 
be handled by canning factories with good returns, the low price 
of the vegetables and of labour offering advantages which would 
enable the projectors to enter markets now held by other nations. 
The Chinese themselves appreciate the possibilities in this direction, 
and the proposed schocl course in Hangchow is significant.”

Whilst the Exhibitions are mainly limited to French products, 
foreign machines, implements, &c., are admitted, provided they 
are introduced by representatives dwelling in France.

International exhibits are invited for the section devoted to 
agricultural machinery and implements, and also for some classes 
of the animal shows. 

Mr. Towsey adds that the programme is being translated into 
other languages, and that a copy of the English version will be 
forwarded later on.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Austrian Competition—In his recent report to the Foreign 
Office, H.M. Consul at Trieste (Mr. H. L. Churchill) states that a 
new company is to be formed to be called the ‘‘ Societa Coloniale 
Austriaca,” with head office at Trieste. The principal object of this 
company will be to trade direct with India and the British Colonies, 
and thus do away with the intermediary of British firms. 


Trieste.—British traders are strongly advised by Mr. Churchill 
to have their catalogues, price lists, prospectuses, &c., printed in 
Italian, which is the language spoken in Trieste, and, in writing to 
the Consulate, they should always address their correspondence to 
‘The British Consul,” Trieste, Austria, and not to the Consul by 
name. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,328.) 


Servia.—In his recent report to the Foreign Office, the British 
Vice-Consul at Belgrade (Hon. W. G. Thesiger, D.S.O.) writes :—

’ 
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“One of the difficulties which British firms must take into 
account in dealing with Servia is the question of language. 
English is very little understood here, and the majority of adver- 
tisements which come into the country are merely thrown away. 
For this reason illustrated catalogues and price lists are preferable, 
as they arouse more interest, and to a certain extent explain them- 
selves. ‘The commercial language of Servia is German, and this 
at once gives a great advantage to the United Kingdom’s two 
principal rivals for Servian trade—Austria-Hungary and Germany. 
These two countries possess, in common with most other European 
nations, a further advantage in the form of the metric system 
and decimal coinage. 

‘To the smaller business houses it (the ‘mystery of English 
weights and measures’ and coinage) is a difficulty which, I think, 
often sends to Continental manufacturers orders which might have 
been placed in the United Kingdom. It is true such orders are 
usually small ones, but in the present condition of Servian com- 
merce it is just these small first orders which should not be 
neglected. The spending capacity of the population is gradually 
increasing, and with the abolition of the distinctive national cos- 
tume and the levelling up of Servian ways of living to the 
Continental standard the demand for European manufactures must 
increase also. 

“To increase British trade here to any large extent it would 
seem necessary that there should be more direct communication 
between British manufacturers and business houses and Belgrade 
merchants. In the smaller lines of business a large proportion of 
orders appear to be obtained only through agents, usually Buda- 
pest or Vienna tradesmen, w hose interest in promoting British 
trade is naturally of a secondary importance, and it frequently 
happens in the case of difficulties which are referred to the 
Consulate that a very great divergence is noticeable between the 
interests of the agent and of the house he represents. 

‘When one takes into consideration the disadvantages under 
which British advertisements suffer, the only way to remedy this 
is, I think, to make more use of commercial travellers. Although 
one naturally hesitates in criticising the business methods of those 
to whom trade has been a life-long experience, I believe, in this 
respect, more advantage might be taken of the opportunities which 
Servia offers. Commercial travellers in Belgrade are few and far 
between, though probably more come than are heard of at the 
Vice-Consulate. ‘This is, I think, also to be regretted, as even 
when no assistance is required much may be learnt from men who 
are experts in their own line of business, both as to the ways in 
which Consular information can be of most use to British trade 
and as to general trade details which are otherwise difficult to 
obtain. Personally I shall always be very much obliged if all who 
are visiting Belgrade on business would, when they can spare the 
time, call at the Vice-Consulate whether they require official 
assistance or not.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,329.)

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REPORT OF INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION IN ORANGE 
RIVER COLONY. 


The following particulars of the report of the Commission to 
enquire into the possibility of promoting new minor industries 
in the Orange River Colony, the appointment cf which was notified 
on p. 524 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 17th March, 1904, 
are taken from a copy of the report received at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade from the Collector of 
Customs at Bloemfontein (Mr. J. H. Meiring) who acted as 
Chairman of the Commission :— 

The report deals with the possibilities of the Orange River 
Colony in regard to the manufacture of woollen goods, leather, 
ink, drugs, coment, pottery, jam, chutney, sweets, &c. Prospects 
in most of these directions are said to be favourable, and it is 
recommended that the Government give financial assistance in 
the establishment of some of the industries mentioned. It is 
recommended, for instance, that the Government grant a bonus 
for the manufacture of blankets. It is recognised, however, that 
for a woollen industry to succeed the machinery must be of 
the most up-to-date kind and the production on a considerable 
scale. The Commission also recommend that the Government 
should offer a bonus to any approved manufacturer establishing 
a tannery in the colony and producing in the year a total of 
not Jess than 5,000 dressed skins and hides, which must include 
not less than 1,500 large hides, such bonus to. be offered 
for five years and to be at the rate of 5s. per hide and Ils. per 
skin. ‘Tannery prospects are considered good. One practical 
tanner told the Commission that leather could be manufactured as 
well in the Orange River Colony as in England, and at a cost 
certainly not higher. Another tanner considered that rough 
leathers for the manufacture of “ veldt schoen” and harness would 
be the more profitable to tan in the colony. Local witnesses spoke 
highly of the value of the ‘“‘elands-boontje,’a root which grows freely 
on the veldt, as a tanning material equal to oak bark, and obtainable 
in practically unlimited quantities. The Commission are of opinion 
that measures should be taken to foster the cement industry, and 
suggest that any approved factory producing annually not less than 
20,000 casks of cement of 400 lbs. each should be granted a bonus 
of 1,000/. a year for three years. 

The Commission consider that there is ample scope for the 
development of the jam, canned fruit, pickles and sweet industry, 
provided the Government afford assistance in the initial stages. 
A manufacturer of these commodities, it is recognised, would be 
seriously handicapped by the high cost of labour, sugar, tin and 
packing material, and it is recommended, therefore, that a bonus 
of 2001. a year for a sale of 50,000 lbs., and of 1d. a lb. for any 
quantity sold in excess of 50,000 lbs., should be given to approved 
manufacturers of any or all of these articles, the bonus to be 
granted for five years. It is also recommended that plant and 
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necessaries for use in Jam factories, &c., should be carried over the 
Central South African Railways at South African produce rates. 

In regard to beet sugar, tobacco and pottery, it is recognised 
that preliminary work is necessary before capital can be attracted. 
It must be shown, it is said, that sufficient beet of the required 
sugar standard can be grown; the quantity of tobacco leaf must 
be increased and the quality improved; and experiments in 
potteryware must be undertaken.

transit) be prohibited to be imported into the United Kingdom 
from and after the 3rd April next.

With reference to the notice which appeared at p. 595 of the 
“ Journal” for the 10th December, 19083, relative 
to the sanitary regulations governing the 
importation of hides and skins at Turkish ports, 
I the Board of Trade are now in receipt, through 
mportation of the Foreign Office, of a copy of a revised set of 
fieoeuitin OS ee 
regulations which have recently been issued by 

the Sanitary Administration of the Ottoman Empire. 

Fresh hides or skins, arriving in a good state of preservation, 
are henceforth to be admitted, for introduction into a tannery, 
even when coming from .a country infected with epidemics of 
cholera, plague, or yellow fever. 

Prepared hides or skins, coming from countries where cattle 
diseases (épizooties) prevail, may henceforth be admitted not only 
at a lazaret but also at a port where there exists a Sanitary Medical 
Officer and a tannery. The importation of hides or skins, coming 
from a country where anthrax is prevalent, is prohibited.

Figs, whole, preserved in sugar, molasses, spirits, or in their own 
juices, are dutiable under paragraph 263 of the Tariff, at the rate 
of 1 cent per lb. and 35 per cent. ad valorem, with an additional 
duty on any alcohol contained in excess of 10 per cent.; and not

Borax, in which there has been mechanically mixed sufficient 
carbonate of soda to reduce the percentage of anhydrous boracic 
acid to less than 36 per cent, is dutiable at the rate of 5 cents 
per lb., under the provision in paragraph 11 of the Tariff for 
borax, and not under the provision in the same paragraph for 
borate of soda containing not more than 36 per cent. of anhydrous 


boracic acid. 


Sezure and fine for fraudulent entry.—Where goods are seized 
for fraudulent or false entry under section 9 of the Customs 
Administrative Act of 10th June, 1890, and released upon the 
payment of a fine equal to the amount of the duty, the importers 
are nd thereby relieved from the payment of the duty. 


Re-tmportation of American goods previously exported.—Paragraph 
483 of the Tariff, providing for the free entry of American goods 
previously exported, applies only when the article imported is the 
identical article exported. Thus, American barley malted abroad 


cannot be imported free of duty. 


Flitters, produced by reducing thin sheets of composition metal 
by mechanical means to a very fine state, and employed to sprinkle 
over surfaces on which it is desired to produce a glittering effect, 
is not free of duty under paragraph 533 of the Tariff as composi- 
tion metal, but is dutiable under paragraph 193 as an unenumerated 
metal manufacture. [This reverses the decision published at p. 267 
of the “ Journal” for 12th May, 1904, but upholds the decision 
published at p. 85 of the issue for the ]1th July, 1901. ] 


Pineapples, canned, containing an amount of sugar insufficient 
to act as a preservative and serving only as a flavouring, are 
dutiable at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 
263 of the Tariff, as ‘“‘ pineapples preserved in their own juice ” ; 
and not at the higher rate provided in the same paragraph for

NICARAGUA. 


The Board of Trade have received from H.M. Consul-General at 
Managua a translation of a Nicaraguan Pre- 
sidential Decree, increasing the import duties 
on raw and manufactured tobacco to four and 
eight dollars per kilog., respectively.

Kingdom. lt is not the custom to give through bills of 

lading from inland towns in Argentina by rail 

and steamer to British ports or British inland towns. Each 
section of the journey is paid for separately. 

There is no occasion for such through freights in the case of 
meat, as all the freezing establishments in the Argentine Republic 
are in seaports. There are none inland. 

The nominal freight on frozen meat from Argentine ports to 
ports in the United Kingdom is 4d. per pound avoirdupois (net 
weight). The freight on chilled meat is about id. per lb. more 
than that on frozen meat. 

The freight on butter from Argentina to United Kingdom 
is about 4d. per pound net weight, te, not including weight of 
boxes. Each box contains exactly half-a-hundredweight. The 
box probably weighs 10 pounds or so.

The report for 1903-4 on the Leeward Islands states that there is, 
in Dominica, one sulphur mine at Soufriére, 
Mineral Products. and there are mines containing molybdenum 
and copper in Virgin Gorda, one of the Virgin 
Islands group. Phosphates are found in the islands of Redonda 
and Barbuda. 

The American Company that is exporting sulphur from the 
Soufriére has commenced operations under very favourable condi- 
tions, and the output of this product may be expected to assume 
considerable proportions. (Colonial Office, Annual Reports, 445.) 


OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 


A recent report by the United States Consul at Beirut gives some 
interesting details regarding the bitumen 
Suri deposits of Syria. These deposits, he states, 
yria. vs tang ene arr 
were discovered some fifty years ago near 
Hasbeya, not far from the sources of the Jordan River. They are 
the property of the Sultan, and were formerly leased to a Beirut 
firm, who retained one-third of the mined product and paid all 
expenses, while the remaining two-thirds was sold by the “ Liste 
civile” to the same firm. Provision was made for the suppression 
of any exploitation of the Dead Sea and Latakia bitumen, and 
thus a monopoly was created which raised or lowered the price per 
ton as the exigencies of the moment might dictate. Twenty 
years ago the price demanded, in the absence of any stock on 
hand, was about 47/. per ton. Abundant supplies were soon dug 
out, and in order to test the capacity of the world’s markets, the 
price was gradually lowered to nearly 12/. per ton without, 
however, stimulating consumption commensurately. Ultimately 
the price went up to something like 30/. per ton, at which rate 
about 5,000 boxes of 100 kilogs. (220 pounds) each are sold 
annually in Hamburg, London, New York, Trieste and Genoa. 

It is claimed that the Syrian bitumen is without a rival in the 
world, being exceptionally pure and rich in its native state. It is 
used, not for street paving, nor for covering ships’ bottoms, nor for 
timber used in dams, &c., as are the Trinidad and South American 
asphaltes, but in-the manufacture of black varnish for furniture,

leather, &c. Dead sea bitumen is said to be superior even to the 
Hasbeya product, and bitumen of prime quality is found also near 
Latakia, in northern Syria. The Hasbeya pits are at present lying 
idle, and have been practically abandoned for ten years, the 
product now sold being old stock.

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BRITISH WEST INDIES-LEEWARD ISLANDS. 


In the report on the Colony of the Leeward Islands for the year 
1903-4, it is stated that a ginnery, with a steam 
Cotton Industry. engine, an oil engine, three gins, and a baling 
press, has been erected in Antigua. A ginnery 
has been erected in Nevis by private enterprise, assisted by the 
British Cotton-Growing Association. In St. Kitts the operation 
of the privately-owned ginnery has been continued. In Montserrat 
one privately-owned ginnery and two assisted by the British 
Cotton-Growing Association have been steadily worked. : 
The report adds that the cultivation of Sea Island cotton has 
been widely extended, a considerable acreage being placed under 
this crop in each island, except Dominica, which is not thought so 
suitable for the industry. The cultivation promises to be suc- 
cessful, though obviously those embarking in it will have to 
acquire skill by experience, and some years must elapse before the 
best results are realised. ‘The industry is likely to be of great 
importance to Montserrat, Nevis, and Anguilla, where the sugar 
industry is carried on under difficulties. (Colonial Office, Annual 


Reports, 445). 





FRANCE—TUNIS. 


According to the “ Feuille de Renseignements de la Régence de 
Tunis,” the measures for the fostering of sericul- 
ture which were instituted in Tunis some years 
ago, were continued with fair success in 1904. 
Experiments carried out at Thala and Sbeitlia, under somewhat 
unfavourable conditions as regards climate and appliances, gave 
satisfactory results and proved the possibility of rearing silkworms 
on the high plains. Lectures on sericulture, w ith practical 
demonstrations, given at Djerba under the auspices of the Govern- 
ment education authorities, were well attended. Successful 
experiments in sericulture were also made at Gabes and at Bardo, 
Manouba and Djedeida and other places in the vicinity of Tunis. 
Attempts to acclimatise certain species of undomesticated silk- 
worms are to be made by the military authorities during the 
present year.

SAN DOMINGO. 


The “ Engineering and Mining Journal ” (New York) states that 
an American company has recently exploited 

Amber Deposit. an amber deposit on the island of Santo 
Domingo, province of Santiago, Dominican 

The locality is at an altitude of 1,800 feet, near the 
top of a hill known as Palo Quemado (Burnt Post), at the head- 
waters of the Licey River, on a small branch of the Miguel 
Sanchez. It is situated about 30 miles inland from the coast, and 
lies some ten miles north-west of Tambonil and seven miles north 
ot Santiago. ‘The amber occurs in a friable, disintegrated, and 
much broken sandstone, which at times becomes a conglomerate 
and contains fragments of lignite. ‘lhe amber itself is found loose 
in the soil and disintegrated rock, and also in the friable sandstone. 
It appears usually in ovate masses, from an inch or two to the size 
of a man’s hand, round, sometimes flattened, dull on the exterior, 
and covered with a brown surface crust, like much of the Baltic 
amber and like buried resins generally. It possesses somewhat of 
the opalescent character of the beautiful amber from Roumania, 
and of that from Catania, Sicily. In colour it varies from yellow 


to rich brown.
